Salisbury State can expect a 
budget cut of approximately $ 


million if Governor Schaeffer's}. 


decision to cut $19 million fro 
the University of Maryland 
System is approved. 

To avoid reducing the qualit 
of the University by cutting in 
various areas, the cut in 
budget will be compensated b 
a 15% increase in tuition by 
next year. 

The increase in tuition 
covers two-thirds of the 
problem. According to 
Bellavance, the remaining 
one-third will be made up b 
freezing travel, using up the 
reserves and balancing the 
enrollments. 

President, Thomas 
Bellavance said, "We have 
fought too hard to get the 
reputation we have...to turn 
around and erode quality." | 

Bellavance said that it is not 
possible to have a high degree 
of quality if we have to doubie 
class size, terminate faculty, 
reduce the amount of books 
and periodicals bought for the 
library, shorten library hours, 
decrease the amount of 
academic equipment, etc. 

The Governor's office has 
‘| indicated that it would like to 
see $469,269 in budget cuts for 
SSU. However, the Board of 
Regents will make the final 
decision as far as the 
rearrangements of the cuts. 
This decison could result in a 
5.6% cut in general funds. 

If we have to give back $1 
million, we will have a mid-yez 
increase in tuition as high as 
15%, according to Bellavance. 

Apparently, Schaeffer was 
initially planning to cut $63 
million from the UMS. 

"People are forgetting to 
praise the Governor for the 
position he has taken 
regarding higher education,” 
‘\said Bellavance. |

Clinton proposes new loan program

Preparing for the 21st 
century, Congress has come to 
the conclusion that the federal 
student loan program needs to 
be revamped. Presidential 
candidate Bill Clinton has a 
different idea. 

Clinton has proposed to 
replace the current federal 
student loan program with a 
new program which will loan 
money to students to pay for 
college and enable them to 
pay it back with national 
service such as teaching, law 
enforcement or child care. 

Clinton describes it as “a 
domestic GI Bill that will say to 
the middle class as well as low 
income people: We want you 
to go to college, we'll pay for it, 
it will be the best money we 
ever spent, but you've got to 
give something back to your 
country in return.”

Clinton, however, maintains 
that the student loan program 
would be funded by money 
taken from the defense 
budget and the funds from 
the student loan program 
currently in place. 

Freshman Kevin Ripson 
expressed concern about 
Clinton taking money from the 
defense budget to finance the 


intended to be a financial 
resource of last resort to 
promote access to college 
education-- after family 
contribution, grant, scholarship 
and work-study monies had 
been exhausted. 

Today, GSLs are a principal 
source of financing for college 
educations. In the 1991-92 
academic year almost ‘$12 





billion were lent to over three 
million students. 

Through this program, the 
federal government does not 
lend money directly to 
students. Instead loans are 
made to students through 
banks, savings and loans or 
credit unions using private 
capital. The private: lenders 
are given a subsidy by the 
government so that students 
can repay the bank at a fixed 
interest rate. 

If a student defaults on the 
loan, and the lender cannot 
collect what is owed, the 
government covers the 
lender's loss. 

Due to the complexity of this 
program, Congress recently 
reauthorized the 1965 Higher 
Education Act. 

Under this reauthorized 
education act, 500 schools 
participate in a direct loan

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Bicycle thefts continue to be a]

Freshman Craig Duffy rode 
his $700 Fisher Advance 
mountain bike everywhere 
during the first week of 
classes. Now Craig walks 
wherever he goes. 

On the night of Sept. 13 
Craig made the mistake of 
leaving his two year old bike in 
his older brother's locked 
garage. The next morning 


when Craig left for class he - 


discovered that someone had 
broken into the garage and 
stolen his bike. 

Duffy, who purchased the 
bike himself, was devastated. 

The theft was reported to the 
local police who said that they 
“would keep an eye out for it.” 

According to Jim Phillips, 
director of Public Safety, many 
bicycle thefts are reported on 
campus each year; 18 in 
1989-'90, 33 in 1990-'91, 19 bikes 
and 6 components, including 
tires and handle bars, in 
1991-'92 . Three have already 
been reported as stolen this 
semester, not including a 
stolen front wheel reported this 
week. 

Phillips’ best advice to 
student bike owners is: 1) Buy 
a good bike lock and lock your 
bicycle at all times, even if you 
will only be gone for a minute 
2) Register your bike with 
Public Safety. This helps the 


police identify a bike if it is 
recovered. 

The campus provides 
storage areas for bicycles, 
including bike barns outside of 
Choptank/Chester , Manokin 
and Dogwood village. In 
addition, 63 bike racks are 
located around campus. 
Public Safety plans to enlarge 
the already overcrowded bike 
barns and add more bike racks 
in the quad. 

Phillips stressed the 
necessity of locking your bike 
even if it is located in a barn or 
on a rack. 

Bob Ferguson of Campus 
Cycle and Sport, said that the 
best way to protect a bike is to 
leave it inside of your house or 
residence hall room. However, 
when a bike is left outside he 
recommends’ using the 
Kryptonite U-lock, which 
comes with a money-back 
guarantee. He warns that 
thieves can break these locks 
by spraying them with freon 
gas and smashing them with a 
sledgehammer. 

He also said that even 
though Kryptonite locks are 
guaranteed, the lock must be 
registered with the National 
Bicycling Association within 
ten days of purchase and the 
bike owner must produce the 


broken pieces of the lock in 
order to collect on the 


guarantee. 


Administrator reveals names, 


Oneonta, N.Y. (CPS) -- The 
chancellor of New York's state 
university system apologized 
to students, faculty and staff at 
the State University College at 
Oneonta after an 
administrator gave a list of the 
school's black male students 
to police investigating an 
off-campus assault.

Leif Hartmark was 
suspended without pay for a 
month and demoted from vice 
president of administration to 
director of finance and 
administration after he gave 
police a list of the school's 125 
black males students on Sept. 
4. 

A woman was assaulted off 
campus, and she told police 
she had been attacked by a 
black male. 

Hartmark sent letters of 
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Students are encouraged to lock their bicycles at all times. Public Safety also 
suggests that bike owners register their bikes so they can be identified if stolen. 


Ferguson also warned that 
thieves will readily steal bicycle 
components such as wheels, 
seats and handlebars. He 
recommends removing. these 
objects if the bike will be left 
out for a long period of time, or 
perhaps finding an alternative 
method to secure them to the 
bicycle. 

Locks range from $8-$35 
and, according to Ferguson, 
are definitely a worthwhile 
investment for every bicycle 
owner.

(CPS) -- A House bill that 
would rescind a 17 percent tax 
on graduate and professional 
students’ stipends, 
scholarships and fellowships 
faces little chance of passing 
this year because of Congress’ 
reluctance to eliminate taxes. 

"It's all over for this year. The 
president is talking about 
vetoing anything that looks like 
a tax increase,” said Thomas 
Linney, director of government 
relations for the Council of 
Graduate Schools. "My fear is 
that the political season is 
upon us.” 

The 1986 Tax Reform Act put 
a 17 percent tax on all 
scholarships and other money 
awarded to 
post-baccalaureate students in 
graduate and professional 
schools. The Internal Revenue 
Service is expected to begin 
actively enforcing the tax this 
year, officials said. 

Revenues from the tax was 
expected to produce about 
$550 million from 1986-91, if the 
tax had been fully enforced. 
Scholarship money used for 
tuition and fees, books and 
supplies remains tax-free, 
while money used for living 
expenses and travel is taxed 
under the act. 

"We opposed the bill at the 
time because we knew it would 


had threatened to veto the 
[Higher Education 
Reauthorization] bill because it 
included a demonstration 
program that would allow the 
government to make direct 
loans to students, cutting out 
the middle man role of the 
bank." 

Education Secretary Lamar 
Alexander declined to support 
fully implementing the Direct 
Student Loan Program. In a 
June 28, 1991 letter to the 
House Education and Labor 
Committee he wrote that the 
Education Department is not 
capable of undertaking such a 
huge program. "This 
department is not currently 
prepared for such tasks.” 


According to Change, 
a magazine for higher 


education (Nov/Dec 1991), the 
U.S. Department of Education 
has always been a thinly 
staffed, low-prestige agency 
that never invested in the staff 
training or computer systems 
needed to run a large, 
complex system. 


be a hardship on graduate 
students," Linney said. 
"Congress, in its fervor for its 


tax reform, saw college 
graduate students as 
privileged people. but we 


know graduate live on very 
little money.” 

The bill, co-sponsored by 
U.S. Rep. Tom Lewis, R-Fla., 
and the National Association 
of Graduate and Professional 
Students (NAGPS), was 
introduced in March and 
hasn't been scheduled for a 
hearing yet. 

"Perceptions are that 
graduate students are wealthy. 
We aren't. | don't know if its 
anti-academic or what, but it's 
sad," said Joy Ward, executive 
coordinator for NAGPS. "The 
tax is not on a wealthy segment 
of the population. to tax the 
bottom population is 
absolutely ridiculous." 

Ward, who is working on her 
master's degree in 
management at Memphis 
State University in Tennessee, 
said the graduate student 
population has changed in the 
past 15 years. The norm used 
to be that a college or 
university graduate went 
directly to graduate or 
professional school, when 
more stipends and 
assistantships were available 
than there are currently, she 
said. 


The Senate Subcommittee 
on Investigations’ for 
Governmental Affairs reported 
"the Department has failed to 
efficiently or effectively carry 
out its GSL responsibilities. It 
is not an exaggeration to say 
that that we have heard no 
testimony or seen any 
documents that suggest that 
the Department has done 
even an adequate job in 
managing and overseeing its 
student loan responsibilities.” 

To effectively administer any 
new student loan program, the 
Department of Education 
estimates that it would need at 
least 650 new full-time staff. 
Staff salaries alone could cost 
up to $52 million over the first 
five years. 

About this recent attention 
to student loans for college 
Freshman John Hostetter said, 
"It seems like education has 
been pushed out of the way for 
so many years.

Now, Ward said, there are 
more non-traditional students 
going to graduate school who 
can't rely on their parents for 
financial assistance, and they 
are competing for stipends, 
scholarships and 
assistantships from = an 
ever-shrinking pool of 
available funds. 

There are approximately 1.8 
million graduate and 
professional students in 
post-baccalaureate programs.

students receiving financial 
assistance through awarded 
monies. 

"There was a lot of funding 
available, so many 
undergraduates went right 
away because money was 
available," Ward said. “We're 
seeing less money now, so 
people are now not going to 
graduate school.” 

Many graduate programs 
prohibit students from holing 
secondary jobs, so they either 
have to break rules or depend 
on loans, stipends and other

awards or savings to pay for 
school. That's why the 17 
percent tax hurts, said Richard 
Knaub, who is working on his 
Ph.D. in zoology at Clemson 
University in South Carolina. 
"It's a major devastation. I 
haven't gone on food stamps 
yet, but I'm eligible. What 
disturbs me is that when we as 
a country do not value 
education enough to support 
it, then I see us slipping into a 
second-rate status as far as the 
nation goes,” he said.

being used.” However, John 
Webster, area director in 
Severn, had his own shop-vac, 
which he was using to suck the 
water out of his apartment. 


"Our carpet was very wet, 


but nothing was damaged, * 
Webster said. "We moved the 
furniture away from the area 
and ‘shop-vaced’ the carpet. I 
was up until a little after 
midnight." 

While Webster was 
vacuuming his carpet, the four 
residents in Severn were also 
desperately trying to rid their 
rooms of water. 

Heidi Engelskjen, Severn 
flood victim, recalls, " We were 


just watching T.V. and sitting 


around when the A.D. came in 
and said his apartment was 
flooded. 

"We felt bad for him and 
then we looked and realized 
our carpet was saturated.” 

The carpet and couch in 
Engelskjen's room _ were 
soaked. "I'm glad we have 
lofts because a lot of people 
store things under their beds. 
Our neighbors got it worse, 
they had water in their closets,” 
she said. 

"It was pretty inconvenient at 
first because everything was 
wet all weekend and it was 
starting to smell. It took a 
couple of days to clean the 


rugs, but they were really good 
about it,” said Engelskjen. 

Housing has already ma 5 
plans to ensure that this 
situation is not repeated in the 
future. "We will put a 
protective coating on the 
inside of the brick between 
the brick and the units to keep 
water out,” Burtain said. 

Burton added that the 
rainfall was “exceptional” and 
that the flooding was a rare 
occurrence. However, until the 
protective coating is put on, 
the areas that flooded will be 
checked on an hourly basis 
during storms.

Knaub broke graduate 
school rules and held four 
‘part-time jobs last year. He 
said tuition, room and board at 
Clemson cost him $9,000. He 
received a department stipend 
of $8,500, before taxes. After 
taxes, the stipend was reduced 
to approximately $7,200. 
Without outside work, that's all 
he had to live on. 

"The rules say you can't have 
a second job if you're on an 
assistantship. Where does 
that leave graduate students? 
In my department, most 
students have second jobs,” he 
said. 

Linney, with the Council of 
Graduate Schools, said the 
rationale for the 17 percent tax 


was that if minimum-wage 
workers paid taxes, so should 
graduate and professional 
students who receive money 
for their education. 

“Our rebuttal was that they 
should be protected now, and 
think of it as a tax deferral, 
because these students will be 
getting a lot more money down 
the line and will be paying 
much higher taxes after they 
graduate," he said. 

"Without the tax, the extra 
money could be going to 
health insurance or helping to 
pay the rent,” said Ward, at 
Memphis State. "It hurts the 
people who are the ones who 
are going to help make the 
future, to help make the 
discoveries."

There are computers and credit cards to boggle 
your mind and keep you in debt. The disposable diaper of plastics can be 
found in a box of pressed cardboard covered with synthetic dyes attractive 
to the most colorblind and brain dead of shoppers. You can have a‘three 
minute egg cooked to tantalizing perfection in only thirty seconds with the 
new Ronco-matic eggerator. We have been provided with a number of 
comfort features that only existed in the minds of sci-fi buffs a few years 
ago. 

In the last few hundred years, human technology has exploded with 
implications that may be beyond our ability to contemplate. Misuse of our 
technology creates environmental problems apparent in most facets of our 
lives. I'm sure that you've noticed our trash piling up here and there, our 
forests being cut and replaced with shopping centers, or in the case of rain 
forests, cut and replaced by desert..

In addition to human greed and poor foresight, it's no great secret that 
virtually all of these problems are also associated with the increased 
numbers of humans on Earth. No one has stated this fact more succinctly 
than Arthur S. Boughey in his book Fundamental Ecology in 1971: 

Coincident with the birth of this current decade [the 1970's] a new and 
ominous- sounding phrase began to ring in our ears, environmental crisis. 
Newspapers and popular magazines, radio and television commentators, 
politicians and administrators alike find the phrase an essential addition 
to any public presentation. Despite this extensive exposure little is ever 
added either to emphasize the real meaning of this crisis or to define its 


proportions. There has even been a tendency to dissociate it from its 
underlying causes, and especially from the most basic of all, the 
contemporary population explosion. 


Third World countries are not to be blamed for all our problems! In fact, 


it's quite apparent that the richest countries with the most technology are 
the major contributors to the rate of entropy (disorder). 

The inhabitants of some of these countries, like the United States, often 
have very slow growth rates but use copious amounts of Earth's natural 
resources. 

Nevertheless, the more we develop and refine our technology, the more 
technology there is to misuse. Technology to clean up our mishaps, spills, 
and maladies is attempting to keep up with our technology that allows us 
to create these problems. 

We have reshaped the Earth in a very short time. We have modified our 
environment to the point of absurdity. Environmental chemists caution us 
that our radical reshaping of the Earth may have dangerous implications 
to our own existence here. Individually, we seem insignificant to the 


workings of the entire planet, but I assure you that collectively we make © , 


quite a large impact. Researchers are only now discovering the magnitude 
of that impact. 

In light of the fact that many people complain about problems but do 
little or nothing to provide sound solutions, I'm making it a personal 
initiative to do what I can to educate and assist people where I can to 
promote environmental rehabilitation and propagation.

Gregory kicks his way 
to top rankings

Dan Gregory, a member of 
the Salisbury State University 
football team has proven that it 
does not take a division I label 
to be the best on the gridiron. 

Gregory has earned the 
number one ranking in the 
state as a punter. 

In three games, Gregory has 
booted 17 punts for 648 yards, 
averaging 38.1 yards per kick. 
His longest punt of the year 
was 54 yards in the Gulls’ 
season-opener against C.W. 
Post. 

He has surpassed the likes 
of Dave DeArmus of the 
University of Maryland, who 
averages 33.6 yards a punt, 
Brian Reid of Frostburg State 
University who averages 35.6 
yards, and Alex Vodopija of 
Towson State University, 
whose punting average is 33.5. 
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"I wasn't looking to set any 
records," Gregory said. "I just 
wanted to get the starting job.” 

It was through a lot of work 
that Gregory was able to get 
the nod from head football 
coach Joe Rotellini as the 
starting punter. 

“Dan showed some promise 
last year, but was inconsistent. 
He worked hard in the 
offseason, went to some 
kicking camps, and got his leg 
in shape," Rotellini said. "I'm 
very pleased so far this year." 

In his own opinion, he is not 
satisfied yet. "I'm doing fair, 
with a lot of room for 
improvement,” he said. 

Keeping his role on the team 
in perspective, Gregory is not 
worried about staying on top of 
the standings. "I just want to 
get better each week,” he said. 
"I want to help the team as 
much as I can."

Another aspect of teamwork is 
learning how each player 
performs and combining those 
abilities to become more 
successful. 

The second key to success is 
commitment, and the third is 
team chemistry , which is 


based on a good combination 
of young players and 
experienced players. 
"My idea of how to win in 
volleyball is through team 
work and team chemistry,” she 
said.
